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DETAILED ACTION 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 1 1 September 2002 has been reviewed and is accepted. 

This Office action is in response to (i) applicants' amendments filed 1 1 September 2003 , 
which amends claims 14, 20-22, and cancels claims 16-17 and 25-27, (ii) applicants' 
amendement filed 9 December 2002, which cancels claims 10 and 19, adds claims 20-27, and 
amendes claims 1-3, 6-8, 11-13, 15 and 17-18; and (iii) Applicants' request for extension of time 
of three months (filed 1 1 September 2003). The papers indicated above have been entered. 
Note that claims 15-18 are rejoined with Group I, claims 1-14 and 19-27, which is stated in the 
Office acition mailed 4 June 2002. Thus, the pending claims 1-9, 11-15, 18, 20-24 and 28 are 
examined in this Office action.
